SuBJECT: “THE! APOLLO PROGRAM” 


Through the good offices of the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration, this Academy eve- 
ning will be devoted to the Apollo program in 
general and Apollo II in particular. It will be pre- 
sented by Mr. Hodgkins who is designated as Radio 
and Television Officer for Ames Research Center, 
Moffett Field. 

As is generally known, Apollo is the third step in 


NASA’s manned space flight program and the 


stunning success of Apollo II truly thrilled the entire 
world. Apollo was preceded by Project Mercury 


which pioneered the technology and man’s capabili- 


ties for manned space flight and by Gemini which 
significantly extended the technology and experience 
gained through Mercury. Apollo, on the other hand, 
called for an operational space-craft capable of car- 
rying astronauts safely to and from another body in 
the solar system. 

Mr. Hodgkins began his association with the space 
program at the time of the first Saturn launch and 
the flight of Enos the chimpanzee in 1961. He sub- 
sequently was with the American Broadcasting Com- 
pany radio network before joining the staff of Ames 
Research Center. His presentation will be highlighted 
by motion pictures. 

“THE APOLLO PROGRAM” will be presented 
only once, at 8:00, and seating will be on a first- 
come first-served basis. Should the auditorium be 
filled, late-comers will be invited to enjoy the cur- 
rent sky show in Morrison Planetarium. Your 1969 
membership card is your admission.

The meeting, 
hosted by the Academy, will begin at 9:30 a.m. in 
Morrison Auditorium when selected brief papers 
covering all aspects of current West Coast research 
on elasmobranch fishes will be presented to familiar- 
ize the panel and the investigators with the studies. 

Established in 1958, the panel, in cooperation with 
experts around the world, is concerned with basic 
studies dealing with the taxonomy, behavior and the 
functional anatomy of sharks in the belief that such 
studies are essential to an understanding of the shark 


hazard problem. 


The international program is supported by the 
Office of Naval Research.

(with Walt Schneebeli, Steinhart Aquarium’s Aqua- 
tic Collector) in reaping a harvest of sharks both 
for local display and shipment to faraway aquaria 
in such places as Amsterdam, Bergen, Berlin and 
London. Leopard Sharks (Triakis semifasciata) from 
San Francisco Bay are prized displays in these in- 
stitutions and were made possible by Mr. McCarthy 
and the generous use of his 18’ boat, Sharkie. On 
September 21, in an attempt to save the life of 
Eddie Jr. in the rough seas off Pacifica, he was 
drowned as was his son.
